ELABORATE SWINDLING OUTFIT 
‘CAPTURED BY POLICE. 


Attempt to Secure $1,000 Seen a Victim 
Leads to Raid on Place at 2018 Cet- 


Instraments, Hand Tickers, and 

Other Alleged Traps for the Unwary 
Inmates 

Arrested and Faken to the ‘ease 


Telegraph instruments, the New York 
wires of which extended only to the floor 
three feet from the sounder; tickers operated 
by ‘hand power, and other complicated para- 
phernalia, the only use for Which was to im- 
press the eye of the prospective victims of 
the owners, were confiscated in a poolroom 
raid at 2918 Cottage Grove avenue yesterday 
and were accompanied to the Central Sta- 
tion by twenty-seven inmates of the room 
and of the saloon in the rear of which it was 
located. 

An attempt to secure $1,000 from 8. L. 
Seabrook, 4750 Lake avenue, by a variation 
of the old wire game made famous by 
confidence men, led to the raid by six police-

tion. All the men in the place were held at 
the station until a late hour, despite the en- 
deavors of friends and attorneys to secure 
bail for them, 

In addition to the charge of bock mak- 
ing and of conducting a gambling-house, 
several of the men will be held for conspiracy 
to defraud and other offenses.

Attracted by “ Get Rich Plan. 


| $1,000 to invest in a deal in which he would 
have full control of his money attracted 
the attention of Mr. Seabrook on June 8,

of a tet rich quick scheme. Despite the 
hesttantey displayed by the intended vic- 
tim, he was induced to visit the floor of a 
building across the street, on which many 
Western Union Operators are stationed.

Watches the Tested. 

“Whe following day, acting under the ad- 
vice of Captain Colleran, Mr. Seabrook ac- 
companied Cain to a room in the rear of 
John Sheehan's saloon, 2918 Cottage Grove 
avenue, where a test of the scheme was to 
be made preparatory to investing the money. 

Twelve men lounging about the place; and 
evidently familiar with the plans, moved 
briskly about when Cain and Seabrook en- 
tered. They made large bets at a window 
of a room, in which the sound of telegraph 
instruments could be heard, while an opera- 
tor called off the returns of races.

Under the plan athletics is to be taken seri- 
ously, like the traction question, municipal 
art, and street cleaning. Sports are to have 
a commission of Aldermen devoted to their 
interests. give citizens the advantages 
of physical culture is recognized as'a duty 
of the city, Prize fighting will be tolerated. 


Other sport® will be fostered and a tax laid 
on the prize ts for the support of athletics 
in general. 


ommendation which the committee made to 
the Council. Alderman Thompson's ordi- 
nance and resolution—the one to establish 
the Athletic commission, the other to re- 
move the ban from prize fighting-—-were 
adopted with one dissenting vote, that of 
Alderman Dunn. They will go to the Coun- 
eil for action and, in spite of the novelty of 
the action nroposed. are expected to pass. 


Alderman ‘Thompson’s Two ‘Measures. 


3 Alderman Thompson has outlined in the 


two measures a scheme thought to be unique 
in American cities. In the resolution the 
Council is asked to withdraw its dista vor 
from prise fighting and to instruct the 
Mayor and the Superintendent of Police not 
to interfere with prize contests given by any 
regularly organized athletic association. 
Before such a contest can be held it will 
be necessary for the promoters to appear 
before the athletic commission, from which 
permits for the fights must be secured. The 
commission will have the power to place 
the limit of rounds and make other regula- 
tions to govern the contest. ‘The Mayor then 
must sign the pegmit and the fight may be 
held. Ten her cent of the gate receipts must 
be turned over to the city.

As the resolution regarding prize fights 
simply instructs the Mayor and the Chief 
of Police to disregard a city ordinance it 
is probable that adoption of thé resolution 
by the City Council would be followed by the 
passage of a formal repealing ordinance 

which would take the Patterson 2 
fight rule from the city code. 


Pass Committee Without Objection. 

The measures passed the committee with- 
out opposition, and for this reason it was 
judged that the Council would have no hes- 
itancy in adopting them. There is one-phase 
of the matter which may make trouble for 
the plans of Alderman Thompson.. The com- 
mittee recommended what it supposed to be 
an ordinance and resolution which the Cor- 
poration Counsel had indorsed. Both were 
drafted by Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Arthur, but Mr. Walker had not seen them 
and had not sent them out with che stamp of 
his office. In making it possible for prize 
fights to be held the State law is violated, 
but the committeemen were of the opinion 
that the ordinance was valid, as it had come 
from the Law department. It was explained 
afterwards that the drafting of the ordinance 
was merely an individual act of Mr. Aa 
for Alderman Thompson. 


Reasons Explained at Length. 

The reasons for the establishment ot this 
athleti¢ commission and for the removal 
of the ban from pugiligm are explained as 
follows in the resolution adopted - ioe the 
committee: 

It is universally acknowledged that phys- 
ical culture and athletic sports lead to the 
betterment of the community at large, and 
that inducements which can be held out 
or opportunity afforded which will result in 
a general indulgence in indoor or outdoor 
sports and athletic games of various kinds 
will redound greatly to the benefit of those 
who engage therein, and will tend to create 
a healthy moral tone and also. greatly en- 
hance the general health of the community. 


Want a Governing Body. 
“It seems advisable in order to promoté 
an interest in such games and athletic exer- 
ecises that a governing body of some kind 
be formed for the purpose of exercising gen- 
eral supervision over such matters, in or- 
der to see that proper facilities are afforded 
those who do engage in such games and ex- 
ercises and also that those who do engage 


in the same conduct themselves in a proper 


manner, and so that no injury will result 
either to themselves or to the community.”

Refuses to Accept Di 


Nelson went away, but on Tuesday of this 
week returned to the farm, and hitching 
up a team put in the day working in. the 
field. He did not enter the house, but went 
away for the night. On Wednesday and 


farm. This morning, however, he did not 
appear at the usual hour, but was seen loaf- 
ing around in the vicinity of the place. 

Mrs, Lydig, her sister, and two little chil- 
dren started in a buggy to Kingston about 
9 o'clock this morning. On the way they 
overtook Nelson, who asked fof a ride. Mrs. 
Lydig told him there was no room, but he 
climbed into the buggy box behind the seat 
and talked pleasantly as they rode along. 
He asked Mrs. Lydig if she liked him, and she 
said „no.“ | 

Shoots Woman Through the Brain. 

A few moments later Nelson pressed thé 
muzzle of a revolver against Mrs. Lydig’s 
head, under her left ear, and fired. The 
woman's body fell out and was dragged a 
short distance. Nelson then fired at Mrs. 
Wing, but she stooped over to gather up 
the lines just at that moment, and the bullét 
made only a scalp wound. The hammer 
snapped again, but either the chamber was 
empty or the cartridge failed to explode, for 
there was no report. 74 

The horse, startled by the shots, ran away, 
spilling Nelson backward out of the buggy, 
where he fell beside the body pt the woman 

Mrs. Wing got the horse under control 
and drove to the residence of James Ludwig, 
where the alarm was given. The report 
spread quickly, and soon a posse was in pur- 
suit of the murderer. 1 

Nelson had started back toward the Lydig 


wood farm, he tald one of the men what 
he had done, and declared that he intended 
to kill himself. 1 


Commits Suicide Facing Mob. 
After a search of three hours the man 
was discovered by the posse walking west 
from the Lydig house. He saw his pursuers, 
but did not run. He. walked leisurely and 
so continued until the crowd almost over- 
took him, when he turned about, placed the 
revolver to his ear, and fired, He was dead 
when the pursuers came up. 
Nelson was 27 years old, thé same age as 
Mrs. Lydig. That he had planned the act 
was shown by the fact that yesterday he 
sent his trunk and $100 to his sisters living 
in Chicago.

They had kept out.ef thé hands 6f the police 
for months, but finally wereidentified. After 
a long fight against extradition the three 
men were turned over to the Canadian au- 
thorities. Three women, supposed to be their 
sweethearts or wives, attempted o accom- 
pany them here and caused considerable 
trouble for the police. 
The murder investigation was begun today 
in the police court and after the hearing of 
Constable Stewart's evidence was adjourned 
fora week. 


Woman Again Claims Body.

Mrs. Armour gave all the 
equipment for domestic arts to the women’s 
club enterprise, to be conducted by Miss 
Bullard. This left but few girls, and the 
changes in our building make it impossible 
for us to do justice to them next year. It 
was thought best that all should go else- 
where, where their credits could be taken 
by girls’ schools and where the necessities 
of an engineering school would not interfere 
with their interests. No injustice will be 
done to &ny who wish to finish their course 
and the girls will see what is wise. All 
parents will be satisfied better than they 
could have been if the girls were not suitably 
taken care of. Neither the engineering 
studies nor the building next year would be 
satisfactory to them. When I meet the stu- 
dents tomorrow all will be satisfactory. 
There are ogly about forty girls who will be 
affected by the change.

Today. however, the signs of a renaiasanes in 
dramatic literature on the continent of Ru- 
rope, especially in Germany, have given the 
Question a new public interest and catised us 
to ask ourselves it, something cannot de done 
to elevate the English and American drama. 
We are inveighing against the evils of dra- 
ma tie syndicates; we are experimenting with 
dramatic stock companies; we are advocat- 
ing an endowed theater. | 
‘One significant phase of the question is to 
be found in a striking similarity between the 
condition of the drama today and that im- 
mediately preceding the great outburst of 
dramatic literature in the Elizabethan Age.

WRECK OF THE ASSYRIAN. 
Wednesday night the steamship Assyrian | 
of that Leyland line which J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan recently bought ran headlong on a ledge | 
of rocks off Cape Race. This is not the 


no excuse for the disaster that has befallen 
the Assyrian. It happened because the 
Oaptain was driving his vessel at full speed 
through a dense fog which had lasted so 
long that he had been unable for three days 
to get sights to work out his reckoning. As 
a consequence he miscalculated his re- 
abouts and was on Cape Race when he 
thought himself forty miles south of it. 

When an ocean Captain races his ship 
through a Newfoundland fog and drives it 
on the rocks with force enough to throw the 
sailors out of their berths he is either in-“ 
competent or he is obeying orders with ref 


erence to ocean navigation given by his 


superiors that ought to be modified, | 

The Captain miy hava been following the 
old sea rule that it is safer to go fast in a 
fog than to go slow. That is true as be- 
tween two vessels which may collide. The 
slower one is likely to be the sufferer. The 
rule does not apply when the Captain does 
not know where he is, as was the case with 
the commanding officer of the Paris and the 
Bourgogne. The Captain of the Assyrian 
did not know where he was. He had not 
seen “the sun’s full face of cheer” for 
three days, and was forty miles out in his 
reckoning. 

Under these circumstances he displayed 


inal recklessness when he rushed ahead in 
the fog, although he knew that he was 
drawing nigh a dangerous coast. No men- 
tion is made of any passengers. The Assy- 
rian is a freight ship and probably had none, 
But the Captain's recklessness imperiled the 
lives of officers and crew, who got ashore 
by a scratch. Had there been any be | 
gers. on board probably every one of them 
would have perished; for it is said that the 
officers had all they could do to make the 
erew obey orders. it 
No lives have been Jost but a nearly new 
Ship is on the rocks, probably to stay there 
till the seas break it up. The ship had on 
board 2,000 tons of valuable cargo, which 
is likely to be nearly, if not quite, a total loss.

The British and American 
troops were always together and constant- 
ly in each other's camps. The British 
were the only real friends we had,” says the 
Lieutenant, “and the only ones who were 
‘willing to help us if we needed it, and of 
course we returned with interest their cour:

This cordiality between English ant 
Americans, as well as the lack of fraternity 
between any other two nations, is easily 
explained by the simple fact that the Amer:

The idea 
of kinship probably had nothing to do wi 
the case.

It may-well be that 
the companies while collecting from con- 
sumers enough to cover advances in wages 
will also collect a small additional sum for 
themselves.

Recently an indignant real estate owner 
in the southern part of the city wrote to 
the Board‘of Local Improvements protest- 
ing against the construction of certain 
sewers, to pay for building which his prop- 
erty will have to be assessed rather heavily..

Whe with great effort succeeded in keeping their 
heads above water in this Wentworth avenue and 
Ninety-fifth street sewer cataclysm, in tatteréd 
and threadbare garments, with bankruptcy, like 
the head of Medusa, staring them in the face, and 
their knees smiiting together, are vainly trying to 
find some one willing to give them at least some- 
thing for their holdings. But, alas! for these poor 
unfortunates, who, by being made rich by special 
assessment, have been reduced to absolute pover- 
ty, there are no buyers, For, as Solomon says: 
The prudent foresee the rand hide.“ In- 
deed, the fear of being made rich by special as- 
sessment has spread all over the city, more or 
less, and today real estate is a tramp in the market. 


There is so much truth in this that it is not 
amusing reading. There are a great many 
people who have been specially assessed out 
of their property. The promised increase in 
values did not come along with assessments 
which they had no means of paying. There 
is no question, also, that the fear of heavy 
assessments has made it more difficult to 
sell the cheaper real estate in the outlying 
districts. 2 

The belief is that there will not be made 
in the future so many local improvements 
which, while they may benefit a few real 
estate owners will ruin many, as have been 
made in the past. It was the misfortune of 
the old Board of Local Improvements that 
it did not have time to devote to hearing the 
explanations of property-owners as to why 
it was inexpedient that certain pavements 


the board had known in many instances 
how disastrous would be the consequences 
of ordering improvements it would not have 
given the order. 

The, new board has more time at its com- 
mand than its predecessor had. Doubtless 
it will listen patiently to the reasons and 
prayers of property-owners who believe that 
threatened improvements will improve them 
out of house and home. In many cases 
these reasons will be frivolous. In others 
they will be sound. When they are sound 
the board should heed them. | 


THE CAMPAIGN FOR RECIPROCITY. 

President Search of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers in his address to 
that body this week said that there was 
no more important work to which it could 
apply its energy and influence in the near 
future than to induce the Senate to ratify 
the treaties of commercial reciprocity 
which have been submitted to it. In the 
opinion of President Search, the Ameri- 
can people are in a humiliating position be- 
cause— 

After reiterated expressions of a desire for rec- 
iprocity treaties, after the added emphasis given 
to these requests by successive Presidential mes- 
sages; and even after the creation of special ma- 
chinery within the Department of State for the 
negotiation of such international agreements, we 
find: all of these efforts made of no eff by the 
refusal of the Senate/to give consideration to the 
treaties presented foy ratification. And the special 
plenipotentiary of\yhe State department abandons 
hig work and resigns his office because of the evi- 
dent futility of the undertaking. | | 

This does not place responsibility where 
it belongs. The Senators whose opposition 
has defeated the ratification of these 
‘treaties have endeavored to oblige influentiai 
and importunate constituents. California 
fruit growers have told their Senators that 
the fruits of the West India Islands must 
not be admitted on better terms than at 
present.. Manufacturers in some of the 
Eastern States have told their Senators that 
reciprocity treaties which may affect in- 
juriously their industries—unimportant in- 
dustries, as a rule—must not be ratified. 
They threaten vengeance if their requests 
are disregarded. But for the opposition of 
manufacturers, the most important rec- 
iprocity treaty yet negotiated—the one with 
France—would have been in force a year or 
more ago. | 

Mr. James Deering said to the associa- 
tion that the persons whose interests are 
slight and Whose injury is conjectural must 
put their interests aside and codperate for 
the ratification of the reciprocity treaties, 
especially the one with France. Evidently 
Mr. Deering perceives that the inaction 
of the Senate is due largely to the efforts 
made by some manufacturers, who per- 
haps are members of the National associa- 
tion, to induce Senators whose constituents 
they are to kill these treaties. . 

The American manufacturers are being 
converted rapidly to reciprocity. . No pro- 
tests were heard at the association meet- 
ing when one member said that the time 
had passed when a high tariff was a benefit 
to American manufacturers, aud. when an- 
other said that the time had come to pro- 
tect our full-grown industries by open mar- 
kets, instead of protecting infant ones by the 
policy of exclusion, This would have been
